Y orgive 


How well do you forgive? Do you find yourself stuck in resentment? A measure 
of our spiritual life is our ability to forgive. 


Several years ago, I found a prayer which begins with an exercise of forgiveness. 
Anthony de Mello, S.J. who wrote the prayer prefaced it with a gospel verse: 
"When you stand praying, forgive whatever you have against anyone so that hour Father 
in heaven will forgive your sins. If you do not forgive others, neither will your Father in 
heaven forgive your sins" (Mark 11:25). In that gospel verse, Jesus connects our 
readiness to forgive others to our experience of God's forgiveness. In other 
words, resentment can be like a wall that blocks God's mercy in our lives.

Father de Mello realized how resentment or hate is an obstacle to prayer in 
general. So he directs the person to forgive others as the first step in prayer. He 
tells the person to begin prayer with the following exercise: "Forgive each person 
against whom you have a grievance. Say to each one in imagination, 'I forgive you 
with all my heart in the name of Jesus Christ, just as the Lord has forgiven me. '" This 
phrase is repeated several times . . . even if you do not feel like forgiving the 
person. By calling on the "name of Jesus Christ" his own power makes the prayer 
effective, and slowly the ability to forgive arises in your heart, if you really desire 
it. 

I have found that this prayer of forgiveness frees my heart to pray. Resentment is 
an obstacle to God. Also, there are times when I have prayed this prayer, and I 
have been surprised by a lingering resentment of hatred that I thought I had 
overcome years ago. We can harbor hurts deep in our hearts, and often we do not 
realize that they are there. 

They say that Irish Alzheimer's is "To forget everything but the grudges!" Many 
people suffer from this kind of "dementia." 

In addition to the prayer above, the Sacrament of Reconciliation frees us from 
hatred that traps our hearts. The grace of the sacrament can bring healing and 
freedom in a way that otherwise seems impossible. As Alexander Pope said, "To 
err is human, to forgive is divine." When we forgive we are merely cooperating 
with the grace of God. That grace is given freely and abundantly in 
Reconciliation. How often do you open yourself to this healing? 

Jesus said, "If you do not forgive others, neither will your Father in heaven forgive your 
sins.” Our reluctance to forgive blocks God's mercy. Yet, we can only forgive 
with God's help. As Anthony de Mello says, I extend forgiveness to others "just 
as the Lord has forgiven me." However, we often refuse to let God's mercy be 
ours. We tell ourselves that we are not worthy. Or we are too proud to let God 
fill us with his mercy.

It is 
shown that in reaching beyond the faults committed against 
us and refusing to allow them to become barriers to 
intimacy but also in seeking to eradicate the obstacles that 
exist among people, between them and their world, and 
between them and their God. We forgive as we have been 
forgiven and we reconcile, as we have been reconciled.
